1.  (C)  Objective. 

To  determine  the  optiisun  organization  for  combat  of  the  neehanisad 
rifle  troop  at  the  platoon  and  troop  level,  to  include  croBs-reinforeement 
with  element s  of  the  reconnaissance  troop  equipped  with  the  MllA  eonaand 
and  reconnaissance  vehicle. 

2.  (C)  Discussion. 

a.  Present  organization  of  the  test  unit  Is  shown  In  Monthly  Test 
Report  Number  1,  15  March  1963. 

b.  Observations  continue  to  indicate  that  the  nuiift>er  of  vehicles 
in  the  platoon  rnd  iroop  can  be  properly  controlled  by  the  con;  ander. 

c.  Instances  of  troops  dismounting  from  H113  APC's  to  fight  (or 
operate)  on  foot  increased  dtjring  the  period.  On  the  AP  TAK  TMOI  Operation 
4th  Mechanized  Rifle  Troop  dismounted,  moved  a 'proximately  three  kilometers, 
and  occupied  blockin'’,  position  for  14  hours.  On  a  seareh-and-elear 
operation  in  II  Corps  area,  5th  Mechanized  Rifle  Troop,  3rd  Armored  Cavalry 
Sn>jadron,  ■  isrount’d  six  timt-s  in  three  days  for  a  total  of  approximately 
five  hour.’^  of  dincounted  action.  In  I  Corps  area,  awehanited  rifle  troops 
operated  dismounted  approxim-ately  901i  of  the  time,  primarily  because  the 
terrain  is  unsuitable  for  mount'd  operations.  When  dlssiounted  a  full  rifle 
squad  can  be  -.itilized,  thus  the  need  for  11  transported  troopers  per  vriiiele 
(the  driver  :.nd  gunr.er  makes  the  total  complement  13)  tends  to  be  substantiated. 
This  will  b  examined  further  diirln’  the  next  period. 

d.  .A  need  for  aerial  observation  for  mechanized  units  is  Indicated. 

The  5th  Troop  of  the  3rd  Squadron,  on  a  reconnaissance  type  operation 
coveted  approximately  four  kilometers  in  three  hours  on  26  March  over  wooded, 
hi’Iy  terrain.  The  following  day,  operating  over  the  same  type  terrain  but 
aided  an  0-1  aircraft  it  moved  approximately  ten  kilocietere  in  90  minutes. 
Aerial  observ  tion  could  also  be  used  in  the  delta  area  to  reconnoiter 
routes  nd  arrest  nech.anized  units  in  avoiding  canals  and  other  obstacles 
not  shown  on  ■  .ips, 

e.  The  57-ran  recoilless  rifle  was  not  used  In  any  operation  observed 
or  rovorteci.  The  necessity  of  laaint.-ilninr  thie  weapon  in  the  organization 
wll’  be  further  observed  during  the  next  period. 

f.  Terrain  conditions  in  III  and  IV  Corps  areas  restrict  rravement 
uf  vl  ecled  vehicles.  Supplies,  neciianics,  attached  engineers  (always  needed 
in  tt  rso  .areas),  and  any  other  needed  support  eloaents  must  therefore  rely 
on  orr  n1c  f  113  APC’s  for  tr.ansport.  Normal  practice  is  to  use  the  support 
nh-toin  vehicles;  this  results  in  overerowding.  In  one  case  (4th  Tr  >, 

2nd  r-.u-dT-on  on  13  K.arch),  crew-served  weapons,  covered  by  nsn  and  equiwnent. 

In  ove;cro’.«led  vehicles,  could  not  be  obtained  quickly  for  action.  Owr- 
cixuaied  con.  itions  vii:  be  further  investigated.  At  least  two  possible 
solutl  ns  appear  feasibu.  .  (1)  Aut.horlzation  for  additional  K113's,  and 

(2)  r«  <hirtiir.  in  nunbere  of  supporting  weapons,  i,.£.,  elimination  of  the 
57-rr  >■  c.>il>ss  rifle  squad  and  possibly  one  of  three  81-iaa  mort.ar  squads 
t.i  m,.ke  two  Ml"  *8  from  the  support  platoon  available  as  logistical  carriers.

To  detenine  the  effects  of  hot  weather  on  the  proficiency  and 
effectiveness  of  personnel  within  the  carrier. 

2.  (C)  Discussion. 

The  weather  was  relativeljr  hot  during  March.  No  reduction  in 
personnel  proficiency  or  effectiveness  was  reported.  Two  crew  mesibers 
who  rode  in  the  forward  compartment  for  four  houra  were  given  special 
attention,  doth  men  remained  completely  inside  the  coiqmrtment  even  though 
the  temperature  was  in  excess  of  100  degrees  Fahrenheit  during  most  of  the 
four  hours.  Both  men  were  alert  during  the  time  observed  and  one,  a  radio 
operator,  sent  and  received  CM  radio  messages  continually  (See  Appendix  1). 

3.  (C)  Findings. 

CiVidence  collected  so  far  indicates  that  hot  weather  has  no  ad¬ 
verse  affect  on  the  proficiency  of  individuals  riding  inside  the  N113.

(3)  Sueceeeful  uee  of  the  Ml 13  in  inundated  areas  continued  dur¬ 
ing  March.  The  noet  reMarding  uee  of  the  vehicle  has  been  in  rice  paddy  areas 
where  there  are  long,  broad  fields  of  fire,  llrivers  are  iairoving  techniQues 
of  mobility  in  such  areas.  Suspension  conponeiits  have  held  up  wall  under  the 
shock  of  crossing  over  and  anashing  through  dikes  up  to  four  feet  in  height.

1.  (C)  Sssssal. 

Tmo  meehanlced  rifle  troops  participated  in  an  operation  in  the  vicinity 
of  AP  TAN  THOI  (Xii  3040)  from  12  throuf^h  15  Parch.  The  operation,  planned  by  the 
ARVN  IV  Corps  and  executed  by  the  ARVN  7th  Division,  ms  productive  of  data  rele> 
vant  to  several  test  objectives. 

2.  (C)  Mission. 

7th  Infantry  Division  seals  off  and  attacks  VC  in  vicinity  of  AP  BAC-AP 
TAN  THOI  beginning  130645  March.  Following  occupation  of  the  area,  secure  area 
during  resettlement  operations. 

3.  (C)  Concept  of  operations. 

a.  tTUftff  I.  10th  and  11th  Regiments  attack  I30645  March  from  west  and 
east  respectively  along  canals  north  of  objective  area  to  seal  off  area  in  the 
north.  Navy  river  patrol  unit  seals  off  area  to  east,  and  3d  Troop,  2d  Squadron, 
seals  off  area  on  the  west  and  south.  Task  Force  "B"  attacks  130645  March  from 
the  south  into  the  AP  BAC  -  AP  TAN  THOI  area  to  capture  or  destroy  VC  in  area. 

(See  sketch.  Appendix  1.) 

b.  Following  defeat  of  VC  in  area,  units  continue  seareh-and- 
clear  operations  to  insure  no  VC  remain  in  area,  and  secure  area  during  resettle¬ 
ment  operations. 

c.  Participating  units.  Appendix  1. 

4.  (C)  Description  of  the  operation. 

a.  CoQRiander,  Task  Force  "B",  received  the  operation  order  from  his 
squadron  commander  at  1600  on  12  March  in  K7  THO.  His  request  that  the  route 
to  the  objective  aret  be  chanred  to  one  better  known  to  him  was  disapproved. 

Route  reconnaissance  was  not  performed;  aerial  photos  of  the  objective  area 
were  available  and  were  studied.  The  mechanised  rifle  troop  was  to  depart  MT 
THO  at  13054O,  move  via  Highway  16  to  the  LD,  and  cross  the  ID  at  0645*  The 
troop  was  to  meet  the  other  task  force  units  at  the  ID.  4th  Troop,  2d  Squadron 
had  returned  to  KT  THO  on  10  iiarch  after  extended  operations,  and  had  not  yet 
performed  required  maintenance,  replenished  supplies,  or  rested  its  troops.  At 
121930  March,  while  the  troop  was  preparing  for  the  next  day's  mission,  it  was 
alerted  for  a  new  stission.  .  civil  guard  «init  north  of  CAI  LAI  (XS  2250)  had 
been  attacked  by  the  VC  and  was  in  need  of  assistance.  The  troop  moved  out  at 
2110,  other  elesmnts  of  the  task  force  were  not  involved  in  the  mission.  At 
this  time  the  5th  Troop  of  the  Ist  Squadron  in  SAICX)K  was  ordered  to  replace 
the  4th  Troop  in  the  operation  planned  for  13  March.  By  the  time  4th  Troqp 
arrived  in  the  area  north  of  CAI  LAI  the  situation  had  eased  and  the  unit  went 
into  an  assembly  area  for  the  night  at  about  2330. 

b.  The  next  morning,  Conriander,  4th  Troop,  was  ordered  to  carry  out 
the  original  plan,  and  was  inforaed  that  the  troop  from  SATGON  would  become 
part  of  his  task  force.  The  troop  moved  out  of  the  assembly  area  at  130530 
hours  and  followed  the  highway  from  CAI  LAT  to  the  ID.  As  the  troop  turned 
north  from  Highway  16  and  proceeded  toward  the  ID  at  0700,  the  Ranger  and  Civil 
Guard  companies  were  moving  across  the  ID  as  plamed.

e.  Ths  esnsl  crossing  took  shout  two  hours.  Ths  tro^  did  not  pro> 
essd  until  sll  csrrisrs  wsrs  erosssd.  Ths  esnsl  wss  ten  ysrds  wide  snd  hsd 
stoop  tasnks.  Ths  wstsr  mss  shout  thrss  fsst  dssp.  is  sseh  esrrisr  entered 
ths  esnsl  it  hopisd  doun  snd  hsd  to  be  pushed  or  towed  serose.  This  wss  ths 
first  of  firs  erossings.  is  s  result  of  these  dslsys*  ths  troop  took  ten 
hoirs  to  neve  seven  kilenstsrs.  It  wss  shls  to  novs  r^iidly  through  ths  fist 
ries  poddies  hstwssn  esnsls. 

d.  Hsngsr  snd  Civil  Gusrd  eonpsniss  stovsd  throu>!h  their  sssigned 
ohjeotiveSf  elesrlng  snd  sesrehing  without  ineident  until  tiMy  resdi  the 
villsgs  of  iP  TMI  THCX  (XS  3039)  at  about  1500  hours.  Here  the  TC  were  dis- 
oovered  in  a  prepared  position  along  a  wood  lino  around  the  vil'*see.  Ranger 
snd  Civil  Onsrt  wilts  attespted  to  attack  the  position  but  were  repulsed. 

The  Ranger  eenpsny  eowsander  reported  the  situation  to  ths  Task  Peres  "B” 
eownuider  on  the  radio.  He  stated  that  the  VC  wore  sttseking  hi*  snd  sriced 
for  ii— diste  sssistanee. 

e.  The  task  force  eonmander  arrived  at  the  Ranger  snd  Civil  Guard 
posltlona  with  his  troop  at  about  1700  hours.  %  this  tias  the  other  sMoh- 
snised  rifle  troop  (5th  Troop,  1st  Squadron)  hsd  joined  the  task  fores.  The 
foot  troqps  hsd  taken  up  a  position  behind  a  riee  paddy  dike  about  throe* 
hundred  asters  free  the  VC  positions. 

f.  The  task  force  eosnsnder  eoordinsted  a  plan  to  use  his  tr  op, 
ons  Ranger  eenpsny,  snd  one  Civil  Gusrd  eoapany  for  an  attack  on  the  TC  pos* 
itien.  The  plan  esllsd  for  air  strikes  and  artillery  fire  on  the  position, 
folloMd  hgr  an  aeaault  fay  the  aeehaniBed  troop  and  the  foot  troops.  The 
second  asehanised  troop  and  the  other  Civil  Guard  eoapany  were  not  ineluded 
in  the  plan  for  assault,  though  they  were  apparently  available. 

g.  Air  strikes  were  conducted  between  1730  and  1900.  They  did  not 
hit  the  VC  positions  in  the  wood  line.  To  no  avail.  Task  Pores  "B"  cooeander 
rqwatedly  reqeested  the  airborne  Forward  Air  Controller  la  a  VKAP  0*1  air- 
enft  to  aove  the  strikes  froa  the  center  of  the  village  to  the  edge  of  the 
tree  line.  White  phosphorous  grenades  dropped  by  the  0*1  eaploded  high  in 
the  air  and  drifted  rapidly  doMn*wlnd.  Viet  Cong  fired  back  at  the  T-28 
aircraft  during  pull*up  following  strafing  nms. 

h.  The  assault  was  launched  at  1915  hours.  Although  ordered  to 
advance  with  the  aechaniaed  troop,  the  foot  troops  did  not  neve  out  with 
the  carriers.  The  flane  thrower  track  was  particularly  successful  although 
the  gunner  was  killed.  As  the  carriers  approached  the  weed  line  cn  a  narrow 
front  (about  200  asters),  the  VC  withdrew  in  the  ineroasing  darkness  and  so* 
c^^  to  the  north  and  oast.  The  Rangers  and  Civil  GiMrte  then  wsw  up  and 
aoved  past  ths  carriers  wid  into  the  village.  The  night  was  spent  with  the 
foot  troops  in  ths  village  and  the  anchanised  troops  in  a  periisstwr  in  the 
riee  paddieo  near  the  village.

The  K113 
troop  took  about  10  hours  to  ro  seven  kilcawters.  This  was  duo  to  many  tedlouw 
and  exhausting  oanal  crossings.  Canals  were  generally  five  to  tan  yards  wldSf 
with  water  three  to  four  feet  deep  and  with  thick  mud  bottcam.  Canal  banks 
were  four  to  five  feet  high,  and  steep.  Sach  vehicle  had  to  be  towed  or  pushed 
across,  faony  of  the  canals  could  have  been  avoided  had  there  been  proper  recon¬ 
naissance  (see  photos  In  i^pendix  3).

d.  .aien  the  VC  stands  and  fijdits  in  a^prepared  position,  nomal  Agaimlt 
tactica  miat  bs  used.  Fire  and  maneuver  were  not  coord in ited  during  the  attack 
on  the  VC.  No  atteapt  wae  made  to  flank  the  position,  nor  was  any  attempt  made 
to  seal  off  the  area.  Cor.bat  power  was  present  to  have  aecamplished  this,  but 
only  half  of  the  force  figured  in  the  plans  to  attack  the  VC  position.  Only 

the  SMchaniseJ  coa<piny  actually-  assaulted.  Darkness  assisted  the  VC  in  escaping.

vaM-clea.  It  appeared  that  the  Ranger  and  Civil  Guard  units  had  little  know- 
Isdge  of  how  to  work  with  armor.  Traning  is  needed.  ini3'e  can  lead  infantry 
to  wood  lines,  with  the  infantry  using  the  carriers  for  protection.  At  this 
point,  infantry  must  s»ve  rapidly  into  the  tree  line  as  A^'s  cannot,  in  laost 
caaca,  continue  because  of  the  canals. 

f.  Canal-CTQssinr!  Ability  of  anaored  unit*  Hy«|^  All 

techniques  sMSt  be  exploited,  to  include  use  of  u^lonvcs  to  knedc  holes  in 
osnal  benks.  Whera  possible,  multiple  crossing  sites  riwuld  bs  used  to  reduce 
eressing  tirns.  Aleo,  aone  M13's  ehould  move  ahead  to  b^jln  crossing  the  naxt 
obMaels  instoad  of  waiting  for  all  to  got  across  before  swing  on.  Dovelopsient 
of  a  diyapan  launchad  from  an  K113  could  be  of  great  use  in  croaaing  these 
relatively  narrow  eanalt.
